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AIMS AND OBJECTS OF THE NATIONAL COUNCIL FOR 
MENTAL HYGIENE. 


The activities of the National Council established in Great Britain 
embrace among others the following objects :— 


(1) The improvement of the mental health of the community. 
This involves a closer and more critical study of the social habits, 
industrial life, and environments of the people, with a view to eradi- 
cating those factors which lead to mental ill-health and unhappiness, 
and the education of the public in all matters which favour or militate 
against good mental health. 


(2) The study of the causes underlying congenital and acquired 
mental defect and disorder, with a view to their prevention. To 
further this, the Council will promote scientific investigation by 
competent workers. 


(3) To secure a more important position for the study of psychiatry 
in the medical curriculum, and the closer association of psychiatry 
with general medicine ; to further the establishment of special clinics 
and out-patient departments for the early treatment of mental dis- 
orders; to raise the standard of care and treatment in the public 
mental hospitals, and to remove legal formalities which tend to 
postpone the effective treatment of cases of mental disorder in their 
early stages, or to divorce the treatment of mental disorders from 
other diseases. By combating the prevailing ignorance and super- 
stition regarding the true nature of mental disorder, it hopes to assist 
in removing the stigma which handicaps the future welfare of those 
who have been thus afflicted. 


(4) The study of criminality, dependency, vagrancy, and prosti- 
tution, in so far as they are failures of adjustment by reason of mental — 
disorder or defect. The Council will further investigate the extent to 
which expert medico-psychological examination of persons charged © 
with crime can be of help in elucidating the problem of habitual — 
criminality. 


(5) The study of mental hygiene of child-life in relation to educa- » 
tion and parental responsibility. | 


(6) The Council hopes to be the liaison between all societies, | 
associations and other bodies interested in or concerned with mental | 
hygiene, and so far as it can with advantage co-operate with them. 


TERMS OF REFERENCE OF THE SUB-COMMITTEES. 


SUB-COMMITTEE No. 1: ON THE PREVENTION AND EARLY TREATMENT 
OF MENTAL DISORDERS. 


“To secure for psychology and psychiatry a position in the medical 
curriculum more commensurate with their importance, and to further 
the closer association of psychology and general medicine ; to combat 
the prevailing ignorance and superstition with which the general 
public regard mental disease; to educate medical students and 
nurses as to the true nature of mental disorder, and its intimate 
relationship to disorders of the body ; to further the establishment of 
clinics and out-patient departments for the early treatment of mental 
disorders, and to encourage social service in connection therewith ; 
to remove formalities and prejudices which tend either to postpone 
the effective treatment of mental disorder, or to divorce its treatment 
from that of physical disease ; to encourage facilities for prophylactic 
treatment ; to study the mental hygiene of child life in relation to 
parental responsibility and education, and to emphasize the importance 
of a knowledge of psychology among school medical officers and 

teachers.’ 


SuB-CoMMITTEE No. II: ON THE CARE, AFTER-CARE AND TREATMENT 
OF THE MENTALLY DISORDERED.

‘of adjustment by reason of mental disorder or defect ; to inquire into 
the working of the Mental Deficiency Act and, where necessary, into 
such legislative measures as might have a bearing on these subjects, 
iwith a view to their amendment or revision.”’

MEMBERSHIP. 
(Extract from Articles of Assocration.) 


There shall be two classes of members, namely: (a) Full Members, 
and (b) Associate Members. 


1. A person desirous of becoming a member of the Association 
shall by notice in writing signify his desire to become a member, and 
shall in such notice state whether he desires to become a Full Member 
or an Associate Member, and if the Association shall approve such 
person as a member, his name shall thereupon be entered in the 
Register of Members of the Association (to be kept pursuant to 
Section 25 of the Companies (Consolidation) Act, 1908), as a Full 
Member or as an Associate Member, as the case may be. 


2. A Full Member shall pay an annual subscription of ONE 
GUINEA, and an Associate Member shall pay an annual subscription 
of FIVE SHILLINGS. 


3. Every new member shall pay the annual subscription appro- 
priate to his class at the time when he gives notice of his desire to 
become a member. 


4. The annual subscription shall (except as provided by Clause 3 
hereof) be due and payable on the first day of January in each year. 


5. Any member intending to withdraw from the Association 
shall signify his intention to do so in writing before the first day of 
January ; otherwise he shall pay his subscriptions for the current 
year, whether he shall have exercised or enjoyed any of the member’s 
rights and privileges or not. 


6. Only a Full Member shall be eligible to become a Member of 
the Committee. 


7. Only Full Members shall be entitled to vote upon the election 
of Members of the Committee, each member shall have one vote and 
no more, whether on a show of hands or on a poll, and all votes shall 
be given personally. 


All members are entitled to the use of the Council’s Library. 


The subscription of Full Members includes the subscription to 
the Quarterly Journal ‘ Mental Hygiene ’. 


Members receive notices of all lectures, meetings and conferences — 
arranged by the Council. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL 
FOR THE YEAR 1934. 


Th A year of notable achievement, resulting to 
e late 
Be Niaurice Craig, a large extent from the generous public 
CBE. response to the Council’s Broadcast Appeal 
in 1933 and as an outcome of the Third 
Biennial Mental Health Conference, was overshadowed during the 
latter months by the news of the serious illness of Sir Maurice 
Craig, who had been Chairman of the Council since 1928. His 
death occurred on January 6, 1935, and was recorded in 
“Mental Hygiene’ for that month. This lamentable event took 
place a few days after the end of the present period of review, 
but reference must be made to it in this Report. 
Sir Maurice Craig had given many years of valuable and 
indefatigable service to the Council, and as one of its founders 
he was especially identified with it. His influence, steady 
judgment, wide outlook and experience were of invaluable help 
in forming and cementing the policy of the Council, whose 
interests he at all times had so much at heart. Indeed, it was 
almost the only organization with which he retained his active 
connection right up to the time of his death. 
No one enjoyed more fully the esteem of all those with whom 
he came into contact, and his death will be mourned by many. 
It is sad to see the shortening of the chain which binds us to 
the past, but Sir Maurice has left the Council a tradition for its 
inheritance which must be an inspiration to those who carry on 
the work which he and others began over twelve years ago. 
The Council wishes to record its deep sense of loss and its 
sympathy with Lady Craig and her family. 


It is with pleasure that the Council takes 
this opportunity to inform its members that 
| Lord Southborough, who has been so inti- 
‘mately connected with the Council since its inception and has 
acted as Honorary Treasurer for many years, has consented to 
take the position of Chairman in succession to Sir Maurice Craig 
‘until other arrangements are made.

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The increased interest in the work of the 

Council and the demand for its services 
made necessary the undertaking of new activities during the 
period under review, such as the extension of lecture courses in 
the provinces. 

The outstanding achievement was the inauguration of 
‘Mental Hygiene’ as a Quarterly Publication. The Council has 
long aimed at accomplishing this, and, thanks to the generous 
response from wireless listeners in 1933, 1t found itself in a position 
to do so at the beginning of the year, and also to increase the size 
of the Journal. That there is a definite need and demand for a 
publication of this kind is amply testified by the appreciative 
letters and many subscriptions which have been received not 
only from contributors in this country, but from overseas. 
Indeed, applications have come to the Office from quite un- 
expected sources in different parts of the world, and also from 
General Public Libraries. This is remarkable evidence of the 
wide interest which the Journal has aroused, and it is the hope 
of the Council that it may become a larger and more important 
publication.

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Summaries of most of the lectures referred to above have 
appeared in different issues of ‘ Mental Hygiene ’. 

The Council appreciates the valuable services given by all 
those who have lectured on behalf of its cause on numerous 
occasions and in different parts of the country. Many demands 
have been made upon their help, which has always been ungrudg- 
ingly given although this has frequently entailed the sacrifice 
of a great deal of time and long journeys to the places of meeting. 
The Council cannot mark too emphatically its sense of this 
generosity, without which it would not have been possible to 
arrange these lectures which are regarded as one of its most 
important activities and materially assist not only in dissemi- 
nating propaganda but in attracting increased support and adding 
to the membership. 


In view of the increasing attention accorded 
to Occupational Therapy and the growing 
recognition of its value in all branches of 
medicine, the Council decided to convene a 
small Conference to discuss this subject. Although the Con- 
ference was held in midsummer the hall was packed to overflowing, 
and the Council was gratified by the wide interest which was 
aroused. Both the psychological and physical value of occupation 
treatment for persons whose infirmities necessitate a prolonged 
sojourn in hospital or institutional environment was discussed, 
and most interesting and informative addresses were given by 
all the speakers who were invited to take part in the Conference, 
namely, Dr. Elizabeth Casson, Miss Ruth Darwin, Dr. Veronica 
Dawkins, Sir’ Henry Gauvain, “Dr. N. A. Haworth; Dr: Jo 
McDougall, Dr. Nathan Raw, ’C.M.G,, Dr. J. i. Rees, Mie Fis fe 
Seddon, PF. R.G.S.,.and> Mrs. Eleanor’ -C. SlaglesnSecretar 
Treasurer and one of the Founders of the American Occupational 
Therapy Association. 

The discussions which followed were characterized by remark- 
able unanimity of opinion as to the undoubted value of occupation 
as a form of therapy for all hospital or sanatorium patients. The 
Council considers that there is a definite need and demand in this 
country for greatly increased training facilities for Occupational 
Therapists, whose inclusion in the staff of most hospitals and 
certainly of all mental hospitals they would strongly advocate.

ment Act of 1930, was the founding in 
October, 1934, of the Oldham Council for Mental Health. This 
arose out of the visit to London in 1933 of three members of the 
County Borough of Oldham Public Assistance Committee, who 
were appointed to attend the Conference. Their report so 
interested the Committee that they decided to convene a Con- 
ference, to be addressed by representatives of the National 
Council for Mental Hygiene, ‘‘to consider questions relating to 
mental disorders and treatment, borderline cases, problems 
connected with adolescence, and the latest methods of treatment 
by preventive medicine, also to consider what active steps could 
be taken in order to educate public opinion locally on mental 
health matters ”’. 

The Conference extended over two days, the first meeting, 
addressed by Dr. R. D. Gillespie, being for medical practitioners 
only. The meeting on the following day was open to the general 
public and was addressed by Dr. Doris Odlum. So much interest 
was aroused that at the conclusion of the second day’s proceedings 
it was proposed and unanimously decided to form a local Council 
for Mental Health, to be affiliated to the National Council for 
-Mental Hygiene. A Committee has been appointed to carry out 
the aims of the new organization, and the National Council for 
/ Mental Hygiene were invited to inaugurate a course of popular 
lectures on mental health in Oldham, to be given during the 
early part of 1935. 

There is every evidence that the new organization will be 
effective, and the Council will watch its progress with particular 
‘interest. As Lancashire has so few mental treatment facilities 
available at present, the Oldham Council for Mental Health have 
a wide sphere for their activities, which should prove of consider- 
able usefulness ; they are to be congratulated on their enterprise. 
They are indeed fortunate in having as their Honorary Secretary 
Miss Elizabeth Martland, to whose initiative and efforts the 
formation of the new body is largely due.

It has for long been the hope of the 
Council to have sufficient funds placed at its disposal to appoint 
a representative to visit all parts of the country in order to 
discuss with local authorities the question of facilities in regard 
to early treatment of mental disorders, and the steps which 
could be taken with a view to their prevention.

In the absence of Lord Southborough in Canada, the Chair- 
man moved the adoption of the Report and Accounts for the 
year 1933, and in outlining the chief points of interest, stated 
that the year had so far proved to be the most prosperous in the 
history of the Council, and he moved that the Council’s warm 
appreciation of the courtesy of the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion in allowing a Wireless Appeal for funds to be made should 
be placed on record.

and Accounts, which was seconded by Dr. R. D. Gillespie, was 


unanimously carried. 

A report on the work of the No. 1 Sub-Committee during 
the year was given by Dr. Crichton-Miller, who in particular 
mentioned that its members were of opinion that steps should 
be taken to prevent the sensational reporting of cases of suicide, 


which, it was felt, was detrimental to the mental health of the 


community. In the absence of the respective Chairmen, Dr. 
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Gillespie presented the reports of the No. 2 and No. 3 Sub-Com- 
mittees, and the motion for their adoption as well as the report 
of the No. 1 Sub-Committee was seconded by Dr. David Forsyth 
and carried unanimously. 

The Chairman outlined the Council’s contemplated propa- 
ganda activities for 1934, and paid tribute to the work of Dr. 
Odlum. It was unanimously resolved that the Council’s appre- 
ciation of her valuable services should be placed on record.

The Accounts for the year unfortunately 
show an excess of expenditure over income, 
but a perusal of the foregoing report will, it is hoped, indicate 
that existing funds have been wisely expended and have achieved 
definite as well as permanent results. Subscriptions show an 
increase, and it is hoped that this increase will steadily continue 
as the Council’s activities extend. It has been suggested that 


Finance. 
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an even lower charge than at present should be made for admission 
to the Lectures and Conferences organized by the Council, but it 
must be realized that as the Council is a voluntary organization, 
unless it derived some income from these activities it would be 
unable to pay its way. The expenses in organizing the courses 
and meetings, particularly outside London, are heavy, and charges 
for tickets are kept to the lowest possible minimum. The 
principal aim of the Council is to disseminate its propaganda, 
and, providing it has funds available, the financial aspect of any 
activity is by no means the prior consideration, the Conference 
on Occupational Therapy being a case in point. The tickets 
were issued at such a small cost that notwithstanding crowded 
attendances there was a financial loss of over £20. 

The Council's expenditure is likely to continue to be some- 
what heavier than in former years, particularly now that it has 
taken on a heavy obligation and has pledged itself to the publi- 
cation of a quarterly Journal. The Council, however, confidently 
looks forward to increased support, and hopes that its members 
who have so generously helped in the past will give further aid 
by making its work known to their friends and persuading them 
to become subscribers. There are many ways in which members 
can help, and a list of suggestions will gladly be sent on application 
to the Secretary. 


It is the Council’s privilege to record again 
its grateful thanks to Lord Southborough 
for his continued services as Honorary Treasurer, to the Honorary 
Secretaries, the Chairmen and Honorary Secretaries of the Sub- 
Committees, which continue to accomplish such valuable work, 
and to the Honorary Solicitors and Honorary Auditors. Its 
especial thanks are due to Dr. Doris Odlum for her indefatigable 
help in connection with propaganda and other activities to which 
she so generously devotes so much valuable time and effort, 
and for which the Council cannot be sufficiently grateful. It 
also has pleasure in recording again its appreciation of the 
hospitality accorded to the Committees by Dr. Crichton-Miller, 
Dr. Rk. D. Gillespie, Dr. Doris M. Odlum, Dr. Freize Stephens and 
Miss V. M. Dale. It is further indebted to Dr. George Somerville

REPORTS OF SUB-COMMITTEES. 


SUB-COMMITTEE No. I. 


ON THE PREVENTION AND EARLY TREATMENT OF 
MENTAL DISORDERS. 


During the period under review ten meetings of the Sub- 
Committee have been held, that in October being a joint meeting 
with the No. 2 Sub-Committee, and there has been an average 
attendance of 11 members. 

Dr. Crichton-Miller was re-elected Chairman for the year 
1934. Dr. Henry Wilson was Honorary Secretary until June, 
1934, when his resignation was accepted with regret, and Dr. 
Amy M. Thoms was elected as his successor. The Sub-Committee 
wish to place on record their warm appreciation of the services 
rendered by Dr. Wilson during his tenure of the position of 
Honorary Secretary, and they are glad that he is still able to 
continue to serve as a Member. 


An inquiry was made into the number of 
psychiatric social workers engaged in work 
in connection with mental hospitals in Great 
Britain and Ireland, and a questionnaire 
dealing with their qualifications, duties,

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remuneration, etc., was circulated to 221 Mental Hospitals and 
Institutions. 

A special Sub-Committee was appointed to draw up a report 
on the basis of the replies received, and in order to give this as 
much publicity as possible and to bring it to the notice of all 
mental hospitals, it was arranged that the report should be 
submitted to the Editor of the ‘ Journal of Mental Science’ for 
publication in the January, 1935, number, and that an abridged 
report should be printed in ‘ Mental Hygiene ’. 


The Sub-Committee discussed this report 
and adopted a resolution : 

“That this Sub-Committee approves of 
the principal recommendations of the Report 
as summarized on pp. 57-59, and lays stress on the urgent need. 
for research in human genetics, a subject which is dealt with on 
p. 7, and which is of fundamental importance.”’ 


The Brock Report 
on Voluntary 
Sterilization. 


A resolution to the effect that the sensa- 
tional attitude adopted by a section of the 
Press in reporting the psycho-pathological 
incident of suicide is detrimental to the 
mental health of the community, was passed 
and forwarded to the Council’s Executive Committee and the 
Publicity Sub-Committee, at whose request a letter was drafted 
for circulation to appropriate bodies and persons. 

It is desired to influence the policy of proprietors and editors 
of newspapers and to alter the general demand for such news 
by the voluntary co-operation of the reader rather than by any 
attempt to censor the Press. 

Negotiations are in progress with influential bodies in 
Journalism. 


Press Reports 
of Suicides 
and Attempted 
Suicides. 


It is hoped to obtain a grant to enable two 
part-time medical graduate workers to 
examine the literature on suicide, and to 
investigate clinically cases of suicide and 
attempted suicide respectively ; also to provide a whole-time 
psychiatric social worker to assist in the inquiry. The Howard 
League for Penal Reform is undertaking the legal side of the 
problem.

The question of the Voluntary Patient under 
the Mental Treatment Act of 1930 has 
occupied the attention of the Sub-Com- 
mittee during the period under review. It 
was recognized that the Act is not fulfilling the function that it 
was originally hoped it would fulfil, no doubt partly due to the 
fact that our Mental Hospitals in general cannot, or do not, offer 
to potentially recoverable cases any environment except that 
which is dominated by the presence of chronic and irrecoverable 
cases. It is felt that the purposes of the Act will never be satis- 
factorily attained until the public comes to feel that minor degrees 
of mental disturbance are to be treated without a sense of 
shame and mystery, but rather in that objective spirit in which 
disorders of the body are regarded. 

The need for an investigation into the matter was considered 
to be clearly indicated, and a Joint Meeting of the No. 1 and No. 2 
Sub-Committees was held in order to review the whole question. 
As a result a special Sub-Committee, composed of members of 
both Sub-Committees, was formed to consider the various 
problems raised, and to formulate recommendations for the 
treatment of the Voluntary Patient. Arrangements were made 
to publish these recommendations in the April, 1935, issue of 
‘ Mental Hygiene ’.

The mental state of persons convicted of 
cruelty to children and animals has received 
the attention of the Sub-Committee, and 
negotiations have taken place with the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children and the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. It is hoped, as a result of 
these negotiations, that in future, cases of prima facie psycho- 
pathology will be referred to the Sub-Committee.

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SUB-COMMITTEE No. II. 


ON THE CARE, AFTER-CARE AND TREATMENT OF THE 
MENTALLY DISORDERED. 


After a year of quiescence the No. 2 Sub-Committee has 
re-established itself under the chairmanship of Dr. Murdo 
Mackenzie, and Dr. George Somerville was re-elected Honorary 
Secretary. 

Four new members have been added to the personnel of the 
Sub-Committee, namely Dr. Bernard Cates, Mrs. A. Crosthwaite, 
Dr. R. Lucus Levinson and Dr. Gordon Peters. During the year 
five well-attended meetings have been held, and it can be safely 
asserted that this Sub-Committee has taken on a new lease of 
life. The personnel are representative of widely different 
interests, both lay and medical, and it is anticipated that the 
future activities of the Sub-Committee will be many and varied, 
and will be of considerable service in the advancement of mental 
hygiene. 


The problem of the Voluntary Patient 
received considerable attention from the 
Sub-Committee, and was investigated from 
a number of aspects. In collaboration with the No. 1 Sub-Com- 
mittee, a memorandum was prepared making certain recom- 
mendations which would facilitate the care and treatment of 
voluntary patients in the mental hospital. The matter of easy 
and straightforward admission of Voluntary Patients to public 
mental hospitals, with a minimum of formality, is still under 
discussion.

The Council was approached by the Society 
of the Crown of Our Lord with regard to a 
scheme to perpetuate the memory of the 
late Lieut.-Colonel J. R. Lord, C.B.E., M.D., who did so much 
to help that Society during the latter years of his life, and who 
also gave such devoted service as Joint Honorary Secretary to 
the National Council for Mental Hygiene. 

The Society of the Crown of Our Lord suggest setting 
aside the sum of £5 a year to be used as a prize for an essay by

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members of the Nursing Staff of Mental Hospitals, and they 
invited the help of the No. 2 Sub-Committee in putting the 
scheme into practical form. 

The No. 2 Sub-Committee made the following suggestions, 
which were approved by the Executive Committee : 

1. That the competition should’ be limited to L.C.C. 
mental hospitals. 

2. That only qualified male or female nurses should 
compete. 

3. That the subject should be one relating to some 
nursing problem, selected by the No. 2 Sub-Committee. 

4. That the No. 2 Sub-Committee would undertake to 
arrange the judging, and that the Chief Officer of the Mental 
Hospitals Department, London County Council, should be 
approached with a view to enlisting his co-operation. 

These recommendations were approved by the Society of the 
Crown of Our Lord with the proviso that the competition should 
be limited to the L.C.C. mental hospitals only for the first three 
years, the Committee then to consider the advisability of extend- 
ing it to other hospitals. 

It is hoped that arrangements can be made to put the scheme 
into operation during 1935. 

The meetings of the Sub-Committee were held at the house 
of Miss V. M. Dale, and for her courtesy and hospitality it is 
desired to record appreciation and thanks,

SUB-COMMITTEE No. III. 
On MENTAL DEFICIENCY, CRIME, ETC. 


Meetings of the Sub-Committee have been held during the 
year at 62, Queen Anne Street, London, Wor. Dr. Fa Douglas 
Turner and Dr. H. Freize Stephens were re-elected Chairman and 
Honorary Secretary respectively for the year, and during the 
- same period the following Members of the National Council have 
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joined the Sub-Committee, namely, Dr. Emanuel Miller, Mrs. C. 
Vaughan Smith, Dr. Rees Thomas, and the Honourable Miss 
Margaret Wyndham. 


The Sub-Committee received for considera- 

tion a resolution approved by the National 
Council of Women of Great Britain urging local authorities to 
make better provision for the ascertainment, certification and 
treatment of pregnant mental defectives. The Sub-Committee 
found on inquiry that colonies are not averse from receiving such 
women provided that facilities are available at Public Assistance 
Hospitals for their confinement. The Sub-Committee hopes, 
therefore, that closer co-operation may become possible between 
Public Assistance and Mental Deficiency Acts Committees in all 
areas with regard to the more systematic ascertainment and care 
of such cases. 


The Year’s Work. 


The Sub-Committee has given careful con- 
sideration to the recommendations of the 
Brock Report on Sterilization, and has 
delegated one of its Members, Dr. Neill Hobhouse, to serve on 
the Joint Committee on Voluntary Sterilization (composed of 
representatives of the Central Association for Mental Welfare, 
the Eugenics Society, the Mental Hospitals’ Association, and the 
National Council for Mental Hygiene) that has been formed 
during the year to promote action in regard to voluntary 
sterilization in line with the report.

: .. Fearing that the incidence of venereal disease

Rieebecnos mental defectives might be increased in 
the event of a Sterilization Act being passed, 
the Sub-Committee has made inquiries with regard to the 
current practice dealing with such infected persons, and finds 
that the usual procedure is to transfer these defectives to lock 
hospitals for treatment. Mental Defectives undergoing prolonged 
treatment in such hospitals tend to be deprived of necessary 
occupational and social training, and there is a danger that they 
may become impatient, unhappy and resentful, a source of 
annoyance and, often, an intolerable burden to the hospital 
authorities. The Sub-Committee is of the opinion that such 
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defectives would be more satisfactorily dealt with in colonies, 
and hopes that such facilities may become available for their 
treatment, where they would be happier and more contented, 
and where their training would not be unduly interrupted.
